POLO— Just what is to be done 


with the Polo town hall, recently 
labeled unsafe by fire and building 
authorities in the county and town- 
ship? 


That question is to be decided at 


the Polo town meeting to be held 
here next Tuesday, April i, at 2 
p.m. 
• 


Recently the building had been 


Declared "unsafe" by a Dixon 
'building contractor and then again 
by a fire inspector from the state 
fire marshal's office late in Febru- 
ary. 


Another civic organization last 


week proposed the building of a 
new community center foi Polo, 
assuming that the present hall 
would be Uiscaided. 


The building contractor recom- 


mended that the building be re- 
naired as the walls were in bad 
'•Condition because of the pool brac- 
ing condition in the ceiling. 


Later a fire inspector, after be- 


ing called by two Polo civic or- 
ganizations, tagged the building un- 
safe and prohibited th6 use of the 
hall for public functions. 


The inspector layed down an 


eight point program of repairs to 
be done on the building. It is: 


1. The whole building must be 


rewired and exit lights of an ap- 
yroved type be set up on a sepa- 
rate circuit. Wiring is now bad in 
many spots. 


2. Panic hardware must be in- 


stalled on all exit doors. This is 
the push type of^door latch found 
in schools and "public buildings. 
The doors aie now equipped with 
knobs. 


3. The box enclosing the blower 


and motor for the furnace in the 
west room must be made of metal. 
%t is now made of wood and celo- 
tex. 


4. Metal lathing and cement plas- 


ter must be used on the ceiling in 
the west furnace room and metal 
containers must be provided for 
ashes, 


5. In the main basement room, an 


exit leading anectly up and out 
must be constructed. At the pres- 
ent time, there are two exits, on 
« 


c north and on the south, which 
ad up to the main floor.* 
6. A fuel oil tank must be re- 


moved from under the stairs in the 
east furnace room. 


7. Fire extinguiBhcrs must be 


provided throughout the building. 


S. A' general houseclcamng of the 


building must be effected.

Banish Weeds 


When crab grass and other weed 


do begin to pop up, take quick ac 
tion. Buy commercial weed killer 
and apply them according to manu 
facturers' directions. An inexpen 
sive and convenient way to spraj 
such chemicals is to use a galvan 
ized steel sprinkling can. The wee< 
killers may be mixed and sprayec 
from the same can.

The army engineers, handed the job in haste by the air 


force, turned over actual construction to a group of private 
contractors. Signs indicate that original cost estimates of 
$300 million for the entire project may be doubled by the 
time the bases are finished. Costs have soared steadily, and 
delays have aggravated that problem. . 


Confronted with this story, top defense officials might 


naturally be moved to cancel the whole business in disgust.

Prostate Trouble Can Turn 
Into Bladder Trouble 


There are several kinds of pros 


tate trouble. One of them—simple 
enlargement—is definitely an asso 
ciation with growing older. Al 
thougn in many men the prostat 
tends to shrink with age, in som. 
it enlarges instead. Because of the 
position in which it lies, its in 
creased size partly shuts off the 
free flow of urine:" 


The first sign is likely to be de 


lay and difficulty in beginning uri 
nation. This develops rather rap 
idly to a stage in which the blad- 
der cannot be completely emptied. 
When this happens the bladder wall 
becomes thickened .and theretore 
is able to hold less urine so that the 
desire to urinate comes more and 
more often. 


As the amount of urine remaining 


in the bladder increases, the diffi- 
culty becomes worse, the bladder 
holds less and there is increasing 
frequency. It is likely to be worse 
at night. 


The amount of pain, irritation, 


and the local discomfort present 
from enlargement of the prostate 
varies from man to man. The sleep 
can be disturbed and. just as im- 
portant, there is a real danger of 
developing kidney trouble because 
of the backing up pressure from the 
urine held in the bladder. 


Sometimes a man with an en- 


larged prostate suddenly finds him- 
self unable to urinate at all. The 
bladder then has to be emptied by 
the use of a tube, called a catheter, 
which is passed into the bladder! 
With the help of a catheter the 
bladder can be emptied and the 
symptoms relieved temporarily. 
DON'T RELY ON TUBE 


However, it is> not usually safe 


to rely indefinitely on the use of 
the catheter tube nor to leave one 
in place for very long because of 
the danger of infection. 


When the prostate has enlarged , 


so much that the use of a catheter^ 
is necessary tor better still, be- 
forehand), expert advice and treat- 
ment is needed. There is no medi- 
cal treatment for a hypertrophied 
jrostate gland, that is, there is no 
medicine \\hich can be taken or 
given which will make the prostate 


land shrink. The treatment conse- 


quently is by surgery. 


For this, several different meth- 


ods of operating on the orostat^. 
fland ate available to relieve the* 
:ymptoms and to remove some of 
he excessive tissua. In answer to 
J.B., this operation does not neces- 
arily mean sterility.

It was in 1941-2 
when almost daily bombardments 
by Germans and Italian' airplanes 
devastated much of the city of 
Valletta. Its defense by the British 
navy and air force and heoric in- 
habitants was an epic of heroism 
and won the people the award of 
the St. George's Cross. All hands 
were loyal. Our auto driver said 
he gave his time aiding as best 
he could. 


Dates to 1450 B.C. 


Malta Is an island of history 


and dates back to 1450 B.C. In 
1788 Napoleon ended the knight's 
ruie. In 1800 Malta requested an- 
nexation by Britain. There is so 
much that took place between 
those dates. You will find it in- 
teresting reading at your leisure. 


Malta's 
language 
is 
unique. 


Made up of Axabic, Italian, and 
Phoenician. However, we found 
plenty of English spoken. After a 
drive of many miles we found our- 
selves at the Hotel Phoenicia. They 
claim It Is the luxury hotel'on 
the Mediterranean and, it seemed 
to have all the innovations of an 
American hotel. Society's . most 
brilliant functions are given there. 
It was a nice place and their 
shop contained fine Maltese lace. 


They are of dark olive complexion. 
You can esily see the English In- 
fluence. They seem much more 
self respecting than most of the 
other countries we have visited. 
We encountered no beggars such 
as we found elsewhere. 


Malta has a magnificent harbor. 


The present city was laid out in 
the 16th century. Here also wrs 
the largest military base and it 
was said to be the most bombed 
city. 


Annnouncement has been made 


that we will not go to Alexandria 
or Cairo in Egypt on account of 
trouble and threatened war. The 
steamship Independence which is 
traveling the same route had plan- 
ned to enter the Egyptian port 
regardless. 


View Gives Thrills 


Our view of the city as we enter 


thrills us. A great wall of two 
tiers, totaling 100 feet on top of 
which is an ornamental stone rail- 
ing. Then one of the .main streets 
followed by a succession of streets 
thickly settled with stores and 
houses, and you have our first Im- 
pression of this beautiful city. 


We have had another great treat, 


a visit to St. John Cathedral or, 
as it correctly should be called, 
The Co-Cathedral of St. John. It 
is by far the finest specimen we 
have seen; really magnificent. It 
thrills me to think of it and long 
will it remain a beautiful mem- 
ory. St. John's was built between 
1573 and 1577. It is a stone struc- 
ture, now mellow with age, two 
church spires, a set of melodious 
bells dated from the 17th cen- 
tury lend charm as you enter the 
cathedral. The church spires were 
badly damaged during the war. 
You gasp as you enter the church. 
Such beauty, the whole interior, 


which continuous walking upon 
shows no wear. It seems the work- 
men of these countries knew their 
Job." 
They were thorough and 


painstaking, and they built to en- 
dure. Only noblemen were per- 
mitted to be buried in St. John's 
and at that they had to go back 
three generations on each side 
of the family. It would take a book 
to describe all the treasure and 
beauties of St. John's.

Did You Know That: 


Silver polish was one of the best of mild abrasives to use around 


and on the various pieces of your kitchen equipment. It shines up 
chromium rings on the electric range as well as porcelain enamel 
without nary a scratch. Soda is still another mild abrasive. 


If chrome rims around heat units 


of an electric range become stain- 
ed and blackened—they conduct 
heat away from the cooking pan 
rather than toward it. The reason 
it was made shiny was to direct 
heat inward. Keep it shiny for 
ever 'after so that the heat can 
be to the right place. 


U your rooms are cut up by 


many doors and windows you will 
be smart to paint woodwork and 
walls the same color; or match 
the background of wallpaper and 
paint. This will make "cutting up" 
look less apparent. Don't choose 
large wallpaper design keep the 
design small and as unobtrusive 
as possible. 


The warm colors are the peach; 


rose and yellow tones—when used 
on wall they create an advancing 
effect or decrease a room's size.
